BY BIG PACKERS 


Federal Trade Commission Report Declares Domi- 


nation of Important Foodstuffs 
by Packers Is 


Approaching and Urges Federal Action,

Washington, 
July 
11.—An 
ap- 


proaching packer domination of all 
important foods in the United States 
and an international control of meat 
products 
with 
foreign companies 


seems a certainty unless fundamental 
Action Is taken to prevent it, the fed- 
eral trade commission declared tolay 
in part one of its report to President 
Wilson on the 'extent and growth of 
power of the five packers in meat 
and other industries." 


THREATEN FREE MARKET. 


A fair consideration of the course 


the five packers have followed and 
the 
position 
they 
have 
already 


reached," said the report, "must lead 
to the conclusion that they threaten 
the freedom of the market of tha 
country's food Industries and of by- 
product 
of 
the 
industries 
linked 


therewith. The meat packer control 
of other foods will not require lonq 
in developing." 


Declaring "the history of the pack- 


ers' growth is inter-woven with Il- 
legal commissions, rebates and with 
undisclosed control of corporations," 
the report urged the importance o! 
full publicity of corporate ownership 
for all industries 


"As to devices for securing control, 


there does not exist adequate law," 
the report said. "In its absence un- 
fair competition may run its course 
to the goal of monopoly and accom- 
plish the ruin of competitors without 
the secret ownership being suspect- 
ed, and consequently without com- 
plaint to the commission or invetiga- 
tion of facts. 
The competitor 
Is in 


Jeopardy so long as he has not the 
knowledge of true ownership and the 
public is entitled to such knowledge. 


CONTROL 574 COMPANIES.

seeking control of the substitutes for 
meat—the foods that 
compete with 


meats—is obvious. 
If the prices of 


substitutes 
for meats 
are 
o n c e 


brought under packer control, the 
consumer will have little to gain In 
turning to them for relief from ex- 
cessive meat prices. 


"Judged 
conservatively by trade 


estimates, the big five handle at least 
half of the poultry, eggs and cheese 
in the main channels of 
Interstate 


commerce. 


EVEN STAPLE GROCERIES. 


Recently the 
big 
packers began 


dealing In various staple 
groceries 


and vegtables, such as rice, potatoes, 
beans and coffee, and Increased the 
sales at such a rato that in certain 
lines they have become factors r,i 
great moment." 


Referring to the packers' activities 


in South America, 
the 
report said 


that from establishment of a single 
plant in Argentina in 1907 by Swift 
and company, the American packers. 
Swift, Armour, Morris and Wilson, 
had developed by 1917 until for that 
year they exported 57.4 per cent of 
all exports of frozen and chilled bee° 
quarters from Argentina 
and Uru- 


guay. 


The American packers control nr 


are associated with seventeen meat 
companies or holding companies in 
South America, according to their re- 
ports to the commission. 


DEMAL BY SWIFT.

mer discredited Heney ex-parte In- 
vestigation. 
This report contains, so 


far as I am Informed, absolutely no 
evidence of collusion among the flvu 
largest packers and I say for Swift 
and company, as I have said many 
times, that we have no agreement 
of any kind with any other packer to 
affect prices of live stock or meats. 


CLAIMS NO VIOLATION.

ity of the commission.

Is en- 
gaged, seeking to subject the packing 
Industry and other lines of business 
to the arbitrary control of subordin- 
ate government officials 
through a 


license system. 


STATISTICS ON BUSINESS, 


"No one disputes that out of the 


total receipts of the packers, de- 
rived from the products of animals, 
about 85 per cent Is paid out for live 
animals themselves. 
About 13 per 


cent Is paid out for wages, transpor- 
tation and other such expenses. About 
two per cent of this turnover 
la 


earned by the packer as net profits. 
And no one disputes that this amount 
is but a small fraction of a cent per 
pound and that It Is so negligible as 
not In any event to affect the price 
which the consumer pays for meats." 


"It Is to be regretted that In these 


days, when the public feels keenly 
the pressure of high prices, a govern- 
ment body does not give out facts re- 
specting prices and profits." said Mr 
Swift 
"This has never been done 


fairly by the federal trade commis- 
sion as regards the packing Industry, 
although the commission has con- 
stantly had the most 
cc iplete In- 


formation In its possession. 


"The report just Issued by the trade 


commission and its discussion o£ the 
number of subsidiary companies, and 
its calculation of percentages of the 
classes of business handled by the 
packers, are not only erroneous, but 
are entirely Immaterial to the real 
question in which ths public Is In- 
terested, 
namely, why are 
prices 


high? 


"I do not believe that the findings 


of such 'a prejudiced and unfair re- 
port Bhould be used to influence the 
public or as a basis for the radical 
legislation that had been Introduced 
at Washington."

SEND WIRELESS MESSAGE. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 11.—Nebraska's 


wheat crop will not meet expecta- 
tions on yield and quality, according 
to the July crop report made public 
today by the Nebraska board of ag- 
riculture. 
Both winter and spring 


wheat are adversely affected. 
The 


average conditions of spring wheat, 
the report states, is reduced to SO 
per cent, which forecasts 12,141,000 
bushels. - 


Winter wheat a few days before 


harvest had the appearance of a rec- 
ord-breaking crop, but the latest re- 
turns Indicate that there will be 25 
per cent less wheat than expected 
The decrease is attributed to p£0- 
mature ripening, caused by a few 
days of high temperatures during thb 
ripening period, weakened 
vitality 


due to rust, the peculiar situation in 
which wheat turned from green to 
white suddenly Instead of assuming 
the golden yellow and ripening prop- 
erly, lodging, stands too heavy and 
rank, insects and blight. 


Corn, the report states, is very un- 


even both in size and stand, but is 
Improving, while 
the 
condition of 


barley, rye, oats, potatoes and hay 
Is very favorable.

'tty. Elliott G. Stevenson, for the 
'•ribune, said, that the "profit-shar- 
!ng" plan Inaugurated by the com- 
•'any In 1194 "was mere humbug." 


A financial statement of the earn- 


ings of the company in 1914 was 
Identified by the witness. 
His tes- 


timony showed that In 1908, the Ford 
company started with $50,000 In cash 
and Mr. Ford's model of an automo- 
bile. 
A 1150,000 
corporation 
was 


founded, Mr. Ford holding 61 pel 
cent of the stock. 
In 1814 the finan- 


cial sta-tement showed, the net prof- 
'ts were $20,338,454. 


Attorney Alfred Lucking, of coun- 


sel for Ford, objected to this as Ir- 
relevant. 


"Opposing counsel has said that 


there were plenty of profits. 
Well, 


what of It," said Mr, Lucking. "The 
profit sharing plan of 1914 practically 
doubled the Income of employes. Mr. 
Ford gave more than the Tribune 
ever gave, and Is now setting an ex- 
ample to the world." 


Edsel B. Ford, resumed his testi- 


mony this morning In the libel suit 
brought by his father, Henry Ford 
against the Chicago Dally Tribune. 
The elder Ford was In court, ready 
to follow him on the stand. 


The examination was by Attorney 


Elliot G. Stevenson. The guarantee of

FRONTS STANDING. 


The collapse involved the rear por- 


tion of two buildings, the east 
oc- 


ocupied by the Chodat Cigar Co., and 
the adjoining i_ne on the west by 
James Dugan's second hand store. 
The concussion blew out 
the plate 


glass fronts of the two buildings but 
beyond that the fronts were Intact. 
Through the fronts could be seen the 
wreckage of the rear. The stairway 
leading from the sidewalk to the sec- 
ond floor was chopped off short at 
the top. 


Every thing was silent for a few 


minutes after the 
collapse 
of 
the 


building. The 
small 
crowd which 


quickly gathered 
In front peered 


through the dense cloud of dust and 
could scarcely understand what' had 
happened. Then -int cries could be 
heard from the ruins and it 
was 


reallred that several persons were 
burled In them. 


ENCLOSED COURT. 


Access to the two wrecked bulldngs 


was to be had only through tha De- 
catur Coffee company's store on the 
west and the Paschall restaurant on 
the east. All of these buildings abut 
upon an area which Is surrounded on 
all sides by buildings. The restaurant 
and the coffee store ara In shorter 
buildings than the second hand store 
and the cigar store, which project 
about eighty feet farther 
into the 


blind court. All of these two longer 
buildings extending back 
tha 
two 


flanking buildings had fallen into'the 
basement, about eighty feet In all, 
and seme of the floors farther to 
front had given away. The roofs cov- 
ered the wreckage like a sheet and 
walls that had not yet fallen semed 
to hang by shreds. This made the 
rescue work both difficult and dan- 
gerous 


FIND JOBLOWSKI. 


The first person found when the 


rescuers got through to the ruins was 
August Joblowski, a night worker 
at the Mueller factory. He had ex 
tricated himself from the ruins and 
was leaning against 
some of the 


wreckage In his underclothes, stun- 
ned and bruised. He was sleeping in 
a room In the rear 
of the Chodit 


building and his bed could be snen In 
the wreckage. He was able to walk, 
but he suffered acutely from an In- 
jury to his back. He was sent to the 
hospital In an ambulance.

street which collapsed Friday morn- 
Ing, the Chodat building at No. 233, 
is the building of greatest historic 
interest in Decatur for 
the 
reason 


that it was the birthplace of the G 
A. R. Old Post one of the G. A. R 
was organized In this building on 
April G, 1S66. The story is told In brief 
by the inscription on the bronze tab- 
let marking the building. This In- 
scription is as follows: 


"Birthplace of the Grand Army of 


the Republic. In a second floor room 
on this spot the Grand Army of the 
,Republic was organized April 6,'i860 
by Dr. Benjamin F. Stephenson. This 
tablet Is placed by the department of 
the Woman's Relief Corps, auxiliary 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
April 6. 1815." 


62 TEARS OLD. 


The fact that the G. A. R was or- 


ganized there in 
1SCO Is sufficient 


evidence that tha building is more 
than fifty-two years old. It is recall- 
ed by some of the men who were 
here at tha time of the organization 
of Old Post 1 that the stairway which 
lead to the second floor was an out- 
side stairway, the adjacent lot on the 
west then being vacant. When the 
vacant lot was built up the sfairway 
was included in tho building and was 
made to qerve both buildings. 


Joel Benton occupied the first floor 


of 253 with a saloon and a restaurant 
at the time Post 1 was organized. The 


building is said to have been but two 
stories high at that time. It Is not 
certain who owned the building at 
the time of tho first G. A. R. post. It 
is possible that it was owned then by 
Ccimptain M. F. Kanan, but James A. 
Steelo Is inclined to believe that the 
room used as the G. A. H. hall was 
furnished through the 
courtesy 
of 


Ponton, who if not the owner of the 
building was lessee. Benton was not 
an old soldier, but was keenly In- 
terested In every thing that concern- 
ed the soldiers. 


PLANNED MEMORIAL. 


In 1SQ1 when tha 25th anniversary 


of the organization of the post was 
celebrated In 
Decatur 
plans 
were 


adopted for the establishment of a 
permanent memorial here. Every post 
in the country was to contribute to 
this ana 
a good many thousand 


dollars had been raised when tho pro- 
ject wn.s abruptly terminated by the 
commander in chief who believed that 
Washington, D. C., and not Docatur, 
111., should be the seat of the me- 
morial . 


Tho plan for a permanent memorial 


was revived at about tho time the 
tablet was placed on tho building, In 
1D15. The gre.it war in Europe blot- 
led out every other Interest in the 
minds of Decatur people and the fif- 
tieth anniversary has passed without 
the establishment of a permanent 
memorial.

after 
place 


where gamblers had to cut them up. 
This not only applies to those places 
that have fallen In but the other- 
buildings 
along 
here. 
One man, 


I'm pretty sure, was preparing to 
open up a gambling room up there, 
although he says not. Any way 
when we inspected, we found where 
they had done some changing that 
was a direct violation of the building 
ordinance. 


OLD BUILDINGS. 


"I dont1 know how old these build- 


ings are. They wera here when I 
came, fifty-seven years ago. They 
were the pride of Decatur then but 
the owners allowed them to run down 
and the business traffic moved over 
to other streets. That building there 
on the corner of State and South Park 
was condemned by us fully two years 
ago and the owner fixed It up some 
but It is unsafe." 


Of the buildings In the block, the 


one owned by the Leisy Brewing com- 
pany, the west one of the two to «ave 
in, was probably the only one that 
hadn't been condemned and the build- 
ing Inspector was planning to Inspect 
It next 
AH other buildings in th<>
